‘LL SAVE YOU 


Have you noticed there are no movies about bumbling doctors? 
There are no bumbling teacher pics, nor films about bumbling lawyers. And when was the last time 
Hollywood made a movie about a bumbling journalist? 

No, the bumbling genre seems to be reserved for one specific profession — law enforcement, 
whether the enforcer is a cop (The Naked Gun’s Lt. Drebin), an inspector (The Pink Panther’s Clouseau) 
or a spy (Austin Powers, Johnny English). This month, yet another bumbling spy, Maxwell Smart, 
makes his big-screen debut in Get Smart, a cinematic update of the 1960s TV show. 

So why do we pick on the fine folk who devote their lives to protecting the public and — if movies 
are to be believed — saving the world from total annihilation on a surprisingly regular basis? 

Well, that’s just it. 

Sure, we love our Bond flicks, and we will always cheer for John McClane, but Movieland likes to make 
their cops and spies invincible. And no one likes a knowit all. The bigger the hero, the more we want 
to reach out and poke a hole in his Kevlar underbelly. The bigger the hole, the more endearing the agent. 

Which is why Get Smart, the spy-agency satire created by Buck Henry and Mel Brooks in 1965, had 
such a devoted following. Would you believe that, to this day, there are websites full of fan fiction that 
continue the awkward and ill-advised missions of secret agent Maxwell Smart and his long-suffering 
partner, Agent 99? How the authors of that fan fiction will react to the new movie remains to be seen. 
But the casting of the two leads — Steve Carell in the late Don Adams’ part and Anne Hathaway as 
brainy brunette, 99, first played by Barbara Feldon — seemed to go over well. 

In our interview with Hathaway, “In Control,” page 40, she admits there’s no way to please all of 
the Get Smart fans. But if the amount of time she spent laughing on set is indicative of the amount of 
laughs in the film, most people should be satisfied. 

Early reviews for Mike Myers’ The Love Guru are all about the number of laughs. Myers plays an 
opportunistic spiritual leader in what, by all accounts, is a silly, perhaps even offensive, juvenile 
comedy — but those who’ve seen the film also say they laughed and laughed and laughed. In 
“Karma Chameleon,” page 32, Myers explains how he took his character, Guru Pitka, from concept 
to the stage and finally to screen. 

Quite honestly, Tim Roth doesn’t seem like a natural choice to play The Incredible Hulk’s villain, 
the Abomination. But then again, who could have predicted his co-star Edward Norton would be cast 


as the big green guy? This is obviously not a cookie-cutter comic book movie. In “Tim Roth is Such a 
Monster,” page 36, the indie-minded Brit tells you why he took on this unlikely role. 

And in “The King of Teen Comedy,” page 28, Canadian It Boy Seth Rogen recalls his start in showbiz 
— doing stand-up at a lesbian bar in Vancouver...at the age of 13.

he younger you are the longer you’re 
going to have to live on this planet, 
so there’s no time like the present to 
do your bit to help Mother Earth. And 
besides, there are side benefits to an 
ecologically conscious attitude. 

Used to be, acommitment to the 
environment meant a commitment to 
ugly. Clothes made of natural, 
unbleached fibre in sad-sack shapes. 
Odd, misshapen soaps sold by 
earnest, crunchy types at country 
fairs. So sweet, but really — yuck. 

What a relief then for the stylish 
with a conscience. As environmental 
awareness moves from flavour of the 
month to way of life, brands big and 
small have realized that it’s good 
business to be a little greener in our 
worldview. 

Because really, how long can you 
do something tedious just to be 
good? Yeah, us neither. 

Of course, now there are celebrities 
involved and the world is powerless 
to resist. Witness Natalie Portman’s 
line of insanely cute vegan shoes for 
Té Casan (www.tecasan.com) that are 
fashionable (of-the-moment Audrey 
Hepburnesque satin ballet flats, 


strappy heels) and animal friendly. 

And if this is just climbing ona 
bandwagon, well, at least it’s the 
right bandwagon. The Body Shop, 
which has supported Community 
Trade for 21 years, continues to pay 
fair prices for ingredients sourced 
from more than 25,000 small 
producers around the world. 

Graham Clewer, Head of 
Community Trade for the company, 
calls it “globalization with respect.” 
Cocoa beans, an essential part of 
The Body Shop’s Cocoa Butter 
Body Butter, are bought from the 
Kuapa Kokoo fair trade cooperative in 
Ghana. It smells so good you might 
be tempted to spread it on toast. 

Which is not as far-fetched as one 
might think. London-based eco- 
footwear company Po-Zu sells 
coconut shoe cream it claims is edible 
and can be used as a moisturizer. (It’s 
actually just 100 percent organic 
coconut oil — the same stuff they sell 
in health food stores.) So how’s that 
for the ultimate multi-use product? 
Moisturize your skin, gloss your hair 
and smell like a tropical cupcake all at 
the same time. 
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Crude, juvenile and oh-so funny, Vancouver’s Seth Rogen 
makes the kind of flicks he loved as a Kid ec sy sim stotex 


ould it surprise you to learn 

that Seth Rogen’s early 

life unfolded like a screwball 

teen comedy? Case in point: 

his first gig as a 13-year-old standup in Van- 
couver turned out to be at a lesbian bar. 

“It was a place called The Lotus. I thought 
it was ‘Ladies Night.’ I didn’t really get what 
was happening,” Rogen, now 26, says, laugh- 
ing at the memory of his cluelessness. 
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Off stage, he knew what he liked in a teen 
movie, and he knew what kind of teen 
movie he wanted to make some day. 

“Porky’s! The highest-grossing Canadian 
film of all time!” exclaims Rogen (Knocked Up, 
Superbad, and the voice of Master Mantis in 
this this month’s animated comedy Kung Fu 
Panda), recalling the 1982 film about ’50s 
high schoolers desperately trying to lose 
their virginity. “I would tape the nude scenes 


and compile them. So I’ve seen the nine 
minutes of Porky’s where people are naked 
a thousand times.” 

Next on his list of influences, an early 
Tom Hanks movie called Bachelor Party. 
“It’s pretty dirty for a Tom Hanks movie. 
There’s bestiality jokes and stuff like that. 
And Kevin Smith (Clerks) was an inspira- 
tion language-wise, I would say. His 
movies were the first continued > 
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>>> movies that I saw where people just cursed 


up a storm and that was very amusing to 
me,” he says, bursting into a belly laugh. “So 
I think we took a nod from that when it 
comes to sexual language.” 

“We” is Rogen and his high school buddy 
Evan Goldberg, who first collaborated at 14 
to write the high school sex comedy that 
became Superbad. “It was born out of a very 
pure desire to just see kids acting like we act- 
ed on film, and speaking how we spoke. And 
it just happened to be really dirty [because] 
that’s what made us laugh...unfortunately, 
really filthy jokes are what amuse us.” 

He qualifies that statement, adding “I think 
almost any guy is redeemable. Our movies 
have avery simple message whichis try to be 
a good guy or girl, just do the right thing, as 
Spike Lee says. You can kind of have people 
say all the filthy, despicable things you want 
and have them do stupid things, but as long 
as that character’s trying to be a good per- 
son, that’s kind of all I need to latch onto.” 

Of course, Superbad — the adventures of 
three redeemable horny kids named Seth, 
Evan and McLovin — is now the Porky’s ofa 
new generation. And Rogen and Goldberg 
are still writing to amuse themselves. Their 
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next film, Pineapple Express, hits theatres in 
August and reunites Rogen and James Franco, 
a buddy from his big acting break, the cult 
fave TV series Freaks and Geeks. 

Revolving around high school politics, 
the show was created by Judd Apatow, the 
director of Knocked Up, who would become 
Rogen’s mentor. 

In Pineapple Express, Rogen plays Dale, a 
murder witness who, it turns out, can be 
tracked down by the bad guys because he 
left a rare strain of pot at the scene — a 
“bud” called Pineapple Express, sold to him 
by his dealer Saul (Franco). So they both hit 
the road, a step ahead of the killers. 

“Pineapple Express is not nearly as dirty as 
Superbad. It’s more of a marijuana-themed 
buddy comedy,” says Rogen. “Action-wise, 
it’s pretty jam-packed. We’ve got car chases 
and shootouts and explosions.” 

The reunion with Franco brought back 
memories of Freaks and Geeks, a show that 
was bursting with future stars, including 
ER’s Linda Cardellini, Jason Segel (Forgetting 
Sarah Marshall) and Ben Foster (3:10 to Yuma). 

“It’s funny, I look back at Freaks and Geeks 
and it never dawned on me at the time that 
this was a great show and all these actors

refined on-air during Myers’ eight-year stint on Saturday Night Live). 

Another part of Myers’ process is honing a script until he consid- 
ers it just right — something that may not be immediately evident 
in the anything-for-a-laugh style of Powers and Wayne’s World. But 
with a collective box-office gross of well over $600-million (U.S.) for 
those five films in North America alone, it’s obvious that there’s 
some method to the madness. 

“There are two things you’ve got to chart in a movie, which are 
going for the dramatic goal, and your A laughs,” Myers explains. 
“They have to be figured out to get that comedic momentum. It’s 
more of a journeyman task, or like being an engineer, in that way. But 
it takes time, that’s the thing.” 

Myers swears that he doesn’t slack off during these long develop- 
ment periods, even though he can afford to (he makes eight figures 
for the blockbuster Shrek voice jobs, and reportedly received 21 percent 
of the gross for the last Powers movie, Goldmember).

“I haven’t done many movies over the period of time that I’ve been 
doing movies,” he acknowledges. “I create and I write the movies 
that I do. An average film takes 60 months from your first inkling of 
an idea to it first being in front of an audience, and I actually only 
take 36 months, generally. But because I write and produce them, I’m 
actually in an office from nine to five every day. And because that’s so 
satisfying, it does take a lot to break me out of that cycle and do 
somebody else’s movie — although I have, I will and I do.” 

While he sees no reason to apologize for his limited output, Myers 
may have to mend fences with some members of the Hindu com- 
munity after The Love Guru comes out. 

Before its release, some religious figures publicly fretted that the 
movie would make fun of their beliefs. And with characters named 
Guru Satchabigknoba and Tugginmypudha, they may have grounds 
for concern. Then again, Myers’ pal Deepak Chopra makes a cameo 
appearance, so how insulting can it be? 

It’s doubtful that Myers set out to offend. He seems pretty sincere 
about simply wanting to entertain as vast an audience as he can. And 
when he talks about growing up Canadian it’s clear that, even when 
joking, he’s extremely sensitive to matters of cultural identity. 

“I’m the youngest of three brothers; my head is mostly scar tissue,” 
he says, not exactly smiling, about his youth in suburban Scarborough, 
Ontario. “It was tough, I’m the ‘Hey guys, wait up!’ kid. And I come 
from a younger brother country. Canada is, in many ways, the younger 
brother to America. We have the longest undefended border in the 


world and we’re its number-one trading partner. Y’know, I always 
love American maps; each state has its own colour and Canada’s just 
a blob of pink. So we have an identity problem and a self-image 
problem, and I relate to that.” 

Rough as his household could be, there was one saving grace Myers’ 
British parents brought to it from across the pond: a rich English 
sense of humour. 

“My dad was funny,” he recalls. “He was from Liverpool, and one 
of the biggest joys was making him laugh. And one of the greatest 
feelings was that no matter what kind of chaos was happening in my 
house, if a funny comedy was on TV, there was a truce. It actually 
made the house smell nicer, everything was just good. So I love 
comedy, blah blah blah. It seems so precious to talk about it.” 

Myers has said that The Love Guru’s genesis was the personal spir- 
itual journey he began after his beloved dad died. As for his next movie 
forays, well, there are Shrek and Powers sequels in the works, and a 
characteristically long-awaited bio-pic of Who drummer Keith Moon. 

Will there be any new comic characters, though? Probably, but 
don’t hold your breath. 

“I never pre-plan anything,” the comedian insists. “There’s no 
central committee that makes decisions. I try to make considered 
decisions and do stuff that appeals to my heart and to this little, silly | 
pocket that wants to make something. I love making things.”

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erhaps you’ve heard that they’re not very happy in Hulkville. 

Edward Norton, the stubborn star of The Incredible Hulk, 

reportedly had a few post-production creative differences 

with brand-new production company Marvel Studios. 

Then both the actor, who was hoping for a more character-based 

take on the mean, green comic book legend, and Marvel got mad at 
the reporters who reported on their differences.

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But then, who could really expect a movie about a mild-mannered 
scientist who gets zapped by gamma rays and turns into a muscle- 
bound rage-aholic to be all fun and games? 

If they call you the Abomination, you do. 

Tim Roth plays Hulk nemesis Emil Blonsky, who becomes an even 
bigger and more destructive monster after military experiments 
(and lots of CGI) kick in. According to the English actor, Abominating 
around on the special effects-laden set was a blast. 

For him, anyway. 

“As far as I’m concerned, it was just a lot of fun stuff going on, 
that’s all that I know,” Roth, 47, says during a recent L.A. interview. 

Perhaps Roth’s motivation for making a comic book movie kept 
him from taking the project too bloody seriously. The stage-trained, 
well-regarded actor — a favourite of auteur directors ranging from 
Francis Ford Coppola (Youth Without Youth), Stephen Frears (The Hit, 
Roth’s first feature film) and Robert Altman (Vincent & Theo) to 
Quentin Tarantino (Reservoir Dogs, Pulp Fiction) and Tim Burton 
(Planet of the Apes) — took the I-Hulk job, he claims, solely to please 
his two adolescent sons. 

Of course, that generated a different kind of angst. 

“This is just one for my boys,” Roth insists. “Really, on set, alll was 
asking was, ‘This has got to be a cool shot for my kids, all right? Am 
I going to look cool in it?’ It’s truly, completely about that for me. And 
we’ve done some very cool things; I think it’s going to be fun....I’m in 
my own world with this one. There’s a lot going on that I didn’t see.” 

Initially, Roth wasn’t even aware of the bad vibes the previous Hulk 
movie had created. “I never bothered about it,” he says. “First of all, 
I didn’t know there was a problem with the first one. I’d never seen 
it and I don’t read reviews, so I had no idea. And once I'd said yeah, 
then I found out that people had had issues.” 

Marvel obviously felt that hiring Louis Leterrier, the French 
director of the adrenalized Transporter films, would help avoid some 
of the artier pitfalls Lee dug for himself. Why they also chose the 
equally intellectual Norton, who has a writing credit on the film, was 
a head-scratcher at the time of his casting and remains so. 

But that’s just not the kind of thing Roth dwells on, whatever or 
whomever the buzz is about. Especially if it’s about himself. 
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“I never pay attention to stuff like that, and I mean that in all 
honesty,” he says. “I have very strict rules about what I think of being 
an actor and how one should behave. I very rarely see films I’m in. I 
don’t look at entertainment magazines; I don’t see a photograph of 
myself except purely by chance. I stay away from it all, and that helps 
a lot, so really what you’re concentrating on is the experience of 
making the film and if it’s good or if it’s bad.” 

While he obviously puts a lot of care into his work, Roth refuses 
to mistake acting, like some do, for anything overly important. A 
middle-class kid who was not exactly comfortable at his school in 
London’s tough Brixton district, he began acting as a lark. 


Ἵ auditioned for a play at school purely as a joke, andI got it,” he 
recalls. “I had to do it in front of all the bullies. But when I walked 
on stage, that’s when 1 discovered it and decided I wanted to do it. 
I was 16, and I just pushed right through and started doing 
television and film, and a lot of theatre.” ᾿ 

Even now, after more than 60 theatrical and TV movies, 
Roth just kind of shrugs about his accomplishments. 

“I can’t do anything else, that’s the problem,” he says 
with a chuckle. “The reality sort of hits you. I mean, it’s 25 
years of doing it, and it’s spoiled brat time to complain 
about it, because you’re doing a job that isn’t really a job.”

nne Hathaway’s made a point of 
separating herself from the fairy 
tale persona which arrived with 
her breakthrough performance 
in 2001’s The Princess Diaries, 
was reinforced in its sequel, 
and cemented in 2004’s Ella Enchanted. 

Since then, she’s played against type as the 
wife of a gay cowboy in Brokeback Mountain, 
an abused office assistant in The Devil Wears 
Prada and Jane Austen in last year’s period 
piece Becoming Jane. 

If that doesn’t make the once-upon-a-time 
chapter of her career go poof, this just might. 
Now 25, Hathaway is getting her goof on as 
Agent 99 opposite Steve Carell’s Maxwell 
Smart in the big-screen remake of the 1960s 
TV spy spoof Get Smart.

Like in the 
TV series, Hathaway’s 99 — the only 
other agent whose secret identity is 
still intact — spends much of her 
time and energy getting Carell’s 
incompetent 86 out of jams as he 
battles Control’s arch-enemy, KAOS. 
Alan Arkin shows up as Max’s 
beleaguered boss, the Chief. 
Dwayne Johnson plays the ego- 
centric Agent 23 and Terence Stamp 
is the evil KAOS villain Siegfried.

Get Smart from the old one created by Mel Brooks, Buck Henry and 
Leonard Stern? For one thing, the action and the special effects will 
be very new millennium. For another, the two main characters are 
expected to be a little less exaggerated than the Adams and Feldon 
versions from way back when. 

What will be referenced from the sitcom, however, are sight gags 
involving the cone of silence and the shoe phone, and catch phrases 
“Right, Chief” and “Would you believe...?” As a nod to Feldon’s 99, 
Hathaway says she even sports a bob haircut in some scenes, and 
occasionally utters dialogue in that demure and breathless Feldon way. 

Other than that, she just tried to do what director Peter Segal 
(Anger Management) told her to do, understanding hardcore fans 
will always second-guess. 

“T learned on Ella Enchanted you will never make everyone happy,” 
says Hathaway in a recent Manhattan interview. She’s referring to 
one of her rare bombs, which was based on a popular teen novel. 
“Even if you make a cute movie based on a beloved person, or a 
beloved book, or a beloved TV series, anything beloved, you will 
never be able to make everyone happy.” 

All she knows for sure is that she has the backing of the original 
Get Smart creative folks, and that counts in large amounts. “When I 
got Get Smart I just really wanted to hear Mel Brooks, Leonard Stern 
and Barbara Feldon approved of my casting and they all did,” she 
says. “Once I had that in my back pocket, I said, ‘Okay, let’s do it.” 

Unfortunately, Hathaway wasn’t quite prepared to work with 
Steve Carell, famous for his 40-Year-Old Virgin ad libs and Second City 
improvisational skills. She should’ve seen it coming, but she didn’t. 

“T lost it on camera a lot with him,” she confesses. “I ruined a really 
great take once. So then the pressure was on for me. Inever wanted 
to do that again.” 

In response, Carell did everything he could to make Hathaway laugh 
during a scene. “I started to work on deep breathing,” she recalls. “And 
I found biting the inside of my lip helped. And many times below frame 
I was pinching my wrist — but I mean anything to distract me.” 

On the plus side, Hathaway got to watch Carell suffer the same fate. 

“111 tell you something lovely,” she happily reports. “You know 
who Steve can’t keep a straight face around? Alan Arkin. We did a 
scene and Alan had us all in stitches, but especially Steve.” 

One sequence between Carell and Arkin was particularly harrow- 
ing for Carell. “He kept screwing up take after take,” she adds, “and 
it was wonderful.” 

Apparently there are some situations for which even the best arts 
training can’t prepare you, and Hathaway does have credentials. 
Born in Brooklyn, New York, she was an accomplished singer and 
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performer as a child and later was the only teenager accepted into 
New York’s Barrow Group Theater Company’s acting program. As a 
soprano, she performed as a finalist at the All Eastern U.S. High School 
Honors Chorus at Carnegie Hall. 

In 1998, when she was just 16, she landed her first big role, starring 
in the Fox TV series Get Real. But when the show was cancelled after 
one season Hathaway enrolled at Vassar College. She was still at 
Vassar when, at 19, she was catapulted to stardom with the release 
of The Princess Diaries, but she proceeded cautiously and admits she 
had her disappointments. She missed out on the Christine role in 
2004’s The Phantom of the Opera and turned down the female lead in 
Knocked Up, last year’s big surprise hit. 

And boyfriends? She refuses to make a big deal of her love life, 
despite the fact that she’s often photographed next to her partner 
since 2004, Raffaello Follieri, an Italian-born real estate developer. In 
general, though, she feels it best to keep personal things personal. 
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“I’m a private person and one of my mantras in life is from the bril- 
liant Mr. Oscar Wilde,” says Hathaway. “He says ‘The less said about 
life’s sores, the better.’” 

The turn of phrase she uses to describe her own skills in the human- 
nature department is slightly less eloquent. “I have a finely tuned 
bullshit detector,” she says, adding, “And I’m not someone that 
trusts very easily, so I keep the majority of myself closed off from 
most people until I know them well enough.” 

Not that she’s complaining about her popularity, even if it’s not 
exactly what she expected when she first dreamt of acting so many 
years ago. “I don’t believe in all that malarkey that it’s the exposed 
life you’ve chosen,” she says. “When I grew up, my understanding 
of being an actress didn’t include being a celebrity.” @
